Student Council was told of the 
upcoming “education days” 
along with a number of the 
faculty. ““We don’t want to close 
the school for the year - it’s not 
a vacation,” was eo reply

when asked what they were 
trying to do. This mass 
movement was to educate the 
students. Classes held discussions 
and open meetings took place all 
over the campus. 

Before anything was actually 
on it’s way, a vote from the 
student body was taken to see if 
they wanted such a movement. 
The vote being yes gave them 
their okay. “We don’t want 
Harpur involved in this,” Nancy 
said. ‘There is a lot of dead 
weight at Harpur.” 

Our “redirection” is now at a 
near end, but you must all 
realize that we know more now 
than we did before. As Nancy 
said, “‘we have not only brought 
Broome Tech to the community 
attention, but also, everyone has 
learned more than ever.” 

The redirection was carried 
through the Administration. 
Dean Powers was asked for the 
gym, everything was under 
supervision, and votes were 
counted by Student Council. 


What To Do! 


If the world is to survive, the 
war in Southeast Asia must be 


‘ended by the immediate and 


unconditional withdrawal of all 
American forces. A number of 
tactics have already been used 
such as marches, petitions, and 
draft evasion to bring pressure 
-upon the administration and 
Congress. Because these means 
have failed, it is essential that we 


escalate the anti-war struggle in 


response to the  President’s 
expansion of the war effort. 
Because our private enterprise 
- system in America is sensitive to 


_ economic pressure, we suggest 


the immediate and _ sustained 
_ interruption — of our’ war 
_ economy by a national 


_ economic _pereott. In this way 


we hope to demonstrate to big 
business and to the President the 
seriousness of our objections 
against American foreign policy, 
and to convince them to reverse 
that policy. 

A boycott can be a _ very 
effective tactic, because our 
‘economy requires consumers to 
spend vast amounts of money on 
goods and services, and reduced 
spending at this time could 
seriously disrupt that economy. 
While certain innocent 
bystanders may be 
inconvenienced, big business will 
be hit most strongly, and it is 
they who profit most from the 
war,

However, all six speakers 
endorsed the referendum. Some, 
most notably Mr. Quagliata LA, 
spouted pure emotionalism with 
no facts or ideas concerning 
strike being objectively reported. 
We were sadly disappointed in 
his argument that Broome Tech 
should take action because it is, 
our homes and schools that 
Harpur students were 
“invading.”’ Mr. Liddy seemed to 
be the only speaker not given to 
emotional displays — he offered 
an alternate plan of action to be 
taken. The one good thing that 
the mass meeting did

The effects that campus 
activity across the nation has or 
will have on U.S. Foreign Policy 
can be debated.

But after we pat ourselves on 
the back, we can also learn from 
our faults that were exposed. 
Some 1100 voted but we have 
over 1700 _— students. The 
Administration officially 
endorsed the referendum after 
its passage and promised that the 
teachers would be instructed to 
honor it. It seems that the action 
following proved the 
ineffectiveness and insincerity of 
certain administrators; that there 
are teachers who blatantly 
violated the administrators; that 
there are teachers who blatantly 
violated the administration’s 
instructions and hold no value 
for a democratic vote that 
violated their previously untrod 
upon dictatorial powers. 

These people are fighting a 
losing battle. People” who 
attended Tech a few years ago 
would not believe we were 
proposing and 
responsibly carrying out such an 
action.

thinking, was to get 1,000 or 
more people to vote. Whether 
they voted pro or con is of little 
importance, they did vote. 
Friday was the cap on the 
wave of disaster. The ‘‘free talk” 
sessions which seemed so good 
in theory, more or less proved 
senseless in practice. I sat in on 
two or three discussions in T 
101 but had to leave when the

In summation I would like to 
say that the only good thing that 
has come out of this “‘strike” has 
been the getting of students and” 
faculty to vote, for the firs time 
in 21 years, on an issue. This in 
itself is a major accomplishment 
but not worth three days of class 
timé. No permanent action will 
be taken because students sat 
out of classes and discussed long 
hair. It seems that the events of 
the strike have amounted to 
little more than an organized 
waste of time.

“The light at the end of the 
tunnel” hauntingly slipped from 
the mouth of Spiro Agnew as he 
dug deeply into time-tested 
cliches supporting our military 
actions in Southeast Asia. This 
time the elusive light flashed 
before his eyes as the assault on 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong supply bases in Cambodia. 

The large caches of rice and 
arms captured in Cambodia 
sound like a great military feat. 
The glee with which reports of 
these findings are relayed to the 
public by the military command 
actually points out the 
desparation of our military 
situation in South Vietnam. 

President Nixon claims that 
the disruption of the Cambodian 
sanctuaries will allow us to 
withdraw our troops from South 
Vietnam sooner than otherwise 


One of the original reasons 
given for going into Cambodia 
was the destroying of an alleged 
“jungle pentagon.” This was a 
poor excuse that apparently has 
been given up. It has been 
suggested that the President was 
duped by our own Pentagon into 
believing that such an enemy 
complex did exist:in order to get 
permission for a venture that the 
President certainly must have 
had doubts about. Headquarters 
for the oppositions forces are 
kept very mobile in the tradition 
of Maoist tactics. 

Inflicting big “hurts’’ on the 
most conventional of the North 
Vietnamese troops is not as 
effective as the numbers imply. 
These forces are not as regular as 
American troops and _ there 
resilience has been proven by 
their survival of fantastic air 
raids on the northern bases

negated. 

The Soviet Union considered 
the escalation a serious threat to 
diplomatic relations with the 
U.S., and has hurt negotiations 
for diarmament. 

At home, an unprecedented 
shutdown of and by academia 
on a national level has 
dramaticized widespread dissent 
about administrative policies. 
Essentially a very peaceful revolt 
by schools, it has incurred also 
the dissappearance of several 
ROTC buildings and _ been 
marred by relatively insignificant 
stone throwing. 

The most tragic result of the 
home division was the slaying of 
four students at Kent University 
by National Guardsmen.

the effects of the Cambodian 
raids. 

With the military soundness 
of the invasion in question, the 
negative results of the move are 
all the more potent. 

Legally, the invasion was 
unjustifiable, was immediately 
condemned by the Cambodian 
regime and was not condoned by 
any governments outside of the 
Theiu command and_ our 
executive office. Even our 
congress has strong opposition 
to it. 

- The Paris Peace Talks were all 
but dissolved, any progress up to 


the country. 

The Cambodian invasion has 
resulted in strong support for 
the Hatfield-McGovern 
Amendment which would 
congressionally tie up the purse 
strings and force the withdrawal 
of troops from Southeast Asia. 

The powers of the President 
to involve us in situations like 
Vietnam and Cambodia are 
being questioned. He has 
apparently gone beyond his legal 
powers, stretched his authority 
to a point where congressional 
power and public concern are 
about to snap.

BREAKFAST 


My first experience in 
attending the president’s 
breakfast proved most 
interesting. Besides President 
Tyrell, also attending were Mr.

We are warned of the apocalypse. Before most 
of us have reached retirement age the earth as we 
know it will be gone. Life systems, if not extinct, 
will be drastically altered. The atmosphere, the 
land, the waters; all will be as poisonous to life as 
a giant gas chamber. Hitler, facism and racism 
could never have constructed a device as 
catastrophically effective in producing potash as 
modern technology is doing so innocently now. 

As people grow daily more aware of the 
approaching calamity, varied and serious efforts 
are being made to stem and hopefully reverse the 
processes leading us to suicide and perhaps even 
total biocide. Agitation and activism have aroused 
a storm that has merged girl scout anti-litter crews, 
social revolutionaries, women’s clubs, right wing 
conservationists, business men, politicians, etc., 
into a swirling cloud bank of reform. 

As usual, right in the middle of this tempest lies 
the calm eye of the storm. 


Richard Fahey, like Thoreau, has recognized the 
relationship between the “lives of quiet 
desperation” which most men live, and the 
“common mode of living.” Mr. Fahey has rejected 
that “common mode” which has its value systems 
reflected in “No Deposit, No Return” bottles that 
litter our paths, in the hypnotic gaze of TV 
addicts, in the glare of burning peasant villages 
sacrificed to poorly rationalized economic 
interests and ideologies. He has turned to nature to 
reestablish himself in a way of life that holds 
harmony, health and tranquility to be more 
sacred than a new fastback. 

Richard worked and saved to make a down 
payment on 68 acres of forest hilltop land 
between Oxford and Norwich where he now is 
building and running an “experimental and 
training farm” to prepare people for a more basic 
way of life. 

While teaching himself how to live free from 
industrial technology, Mr. Fahey is also organizing 
his own version of a movement. He is scraping 
together 30 members (twelve so far) to form the 
first community of The Christian Homesteading 
Movement. These members (male Christians) will, 
with any families that they might have, come 
together at a not yet selected spot to form an 
independent community based on Christian 
principles.

In his mimeoed newsletter, “The Homesteader,” 
Richard publicizes his plans to attract new 
members and passes on practical tips for living off 
the land. He also experiences many visitors, such 
as myself, who come for various reasons to share 
his food and shelter. He tolerates visitors because 
he can often put them to productive labor and, 
more importantly, he is seeking to interest and aid 
people in assuming the life style of the 18th 
century frontier communities of America. 

Beyond the immediate irritation of trespassing 
snowmobiles shattering an otherwise frozen and 
glimmering winter night, one of Richard’s major 
gripes about our fair and famous land is the 
disruptive effects of public education. Believing 
that education in the home is more rewarding and

sane for both parents and children, Mr. Fahey has 
actively confronted his area school board. He did 
this when he undertook the task of instructing a 
neighbor’s children in her home. 

The home instruction managed to survive 
skirmishes with school officials and after a year 
the students passed state equivalency exams and 
retumed to public school the following school 
year in stead with their fo mer classmates. 

The time Fahey was forced to spend in the 
tutoring of the neighbor’s offspring delayed his 
building program on the farm. As of now he has 
two snugly built log cabins, one with a stone 
fireplace and the other with a cast iron wood 
stove. He also owns two goats with appropriate 
pen and a horse which he stables in a neighbor’s 
barn.

This winter Richard has been living off of food 
he has preserved since last year’s crop plus some 
staples he needed to purchase from a local organic 
food farm. With all his outside activities the young 
pioneer has not been able to spend as much time 
gardening as a Homesteader normally would. 


One of the big arguments for Richard’s way of i 
life is the advantages of small scale organic 
gardening. When a garden is kept small and varied ie 
enough for one man to cultivate and reap, there is tf 
no need for the use of pesticides or the taping of k 


the soil’s natural richness. Large scale farming | 
covers acres with one crop, encouraging the ty 
development of preying insects which are difficult i 
to control on a mass scale. That is why pesticides 
are still used by large farms and orchards even 
though it is known that they pose a major threat 
to the entire organic community of the earth. ~ 


A simple trick such as planting cabbage and! | 
radishes alternately discourages the presence of a 
certain cabbage consuming pest. This type of 
natural pest control can only be handled on a 
small scale as the mass production techniques of 
modern agriculture cannot tolerate such a simple 
variation, 

Not to be overlooked either, is the aesthetic 
reasons for this return to the wilderness. Toiling 
the soil and creating the means of existence with 
your own hands is potentially much more 
gratifying than designing printed circuits or even 
cashing a paycheck. f / 

To be sure, such a drastic change in life patterns 
as Richard Fahey has dared to undertake is not 
easy or within the realm of accomplishment for 
everyone. That too, is one of its values. Maybe the 
challenge of committing yourself to something 
different and ideally pure alone is justification for 
the attempt.

“T learned this at least, by my experiment, that 
if one advances confidently in the directionofhis 
dreams, and endeavors to live the life which he has 
imagined, he will meet with a success unexpected 
in common hours.

By this 
summer, says Dr. Julianne 
Densen-Gerber, the director of 
Odyssey House, there will be 
more than 100,000 young 
addicts dying their slow and 
miserable death in New York 
City. 

We have been talking quite 
nonchalantly about drugs (or 
dope, or stuff, or whatever it is 
they’re calling it these days) for 
a number of years now. We 
make jokes about it on 
television, we make films about 
it in Hollywood, and we marvel 
at its apparent wide-spread
